Claims 1, 3, 4, and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant's arguments that an artisan would understand the means of "active HIV infection" are found persuasive .

Claims 1, 3, 4, and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The 
claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Applicant asserts that Example 1 1 and item 8 of Dr. Bryant's Declaration demonstrate that the instant invention is enables the mouse of the 
instant invention. Applicant's arguments are not found persuasive. Example 1 1 is a profectic example of how to make the claimed 
transgenic rat. However, as previously made of record in making a transgenic rat the phenotype is unpredictable. Since it was never 
demonstrated that the rat can be infected by HIV and have an "active HIV infection" in the specification, the specification and art do not 
enabled the claimed transgenic rat. Dr. Bryant's declaration does not further enable the instant invention because it declares that the 
transgenic rat was made by the methods of Example 1 1 and infected by the method of example 11. The declaration provides no evidence 
of HIV-1 antibodies or vieal antigen in the sera of mice therefore the declaration provides no evidence that the innoculation of the 
transgenic rat with HIV resulted in active HIV infection in the rat as claimed. Thus, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive in overcoming 
the rejection of record and the rejection is maintained. 
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
